NANAIMO.  Dec.  18.— John  Btobbart. 
a  driver  In  the  employment  of  the  West- 
em  Fuel  company,  was  fatally  Injured 
while  at  work  In  No.  l  mine.  From 
what  can  be  learned  of  the  accident  It 
appears  that  Stobbart  was  bringing  a 
loaded  car  out  of  a  stall  when  be  was 
caught  by  a  trip  of  cars  being  let  down 
the  Incline  by  a  rope,  Stobbart  not  being 
aware  of  the  trip's  approach  owing  to 
the  noise  made  by  his  own  loaded  car. 
The  unfortunate  driver  was  pinned 
against  his  own  car.  receiving  terrible 
Injuries  about  the  head  and  body.  He 
waa  removed  to  the  surface  as  Quickly 
as  possible  and  taken  to  the  hospital, 
but  expired  several  minutes  after  enter* 
Ing  the  Institution,  never  regaining  con- 
sciousness. 

The  deceased  was  34  years  of  age 
and  resided  with  his  parents  on  Hal- 
burton  street.

INDIANAPOLIS,  Ind„  Dec.  18. — Hotel 
registers  showing  the  movements  of 
men  suspected  of  complicity  in  the  dy- 
namite conspiracy,  otbor  that  the — Ms~- 
Namaras  and  Ortle  McManigal.  were 
taken  before  the  federal  grand  Jury  to- 
day. 

Thomas  J.  Kefinger.  of  Youngstown. 
Ohio,  brought  up  a  hotel  register  and 
some  account  books,  said  to  show  by 
whom  certain  bills  had  been  paid.  A 
bridge  being  erected  by  the  Baltimore 
and  Ohio  railroad  at  Youngstown  was 
damaged  by  an  explosion  on  the  night 
of  October  10.  1907.  This  explosion  was 
followed  by  other  In  northern  Ohio,  all 
alleged  to  be  depredations  of  the  dyna- 
mite crew. 

McManigal'a  and  the  McNamaras' 
movements  are  well  known,  and  hotel 
records  are  being  brought  from  places 
in  Ohio,  Indiana,  and  as  far  west  as 
Halt  Lake  City,  with  a  view  of  tracing 
athers. 

Other  persons  examined  today  are  be- 
lieved to  know  circumstances  connected 
with  the  store"  of  explosives  which  the 
dynamiters-  kopt.  The  stores  were  at 
Tiffin,  Ohio,  where,  in  April.  1811,  640 
pounds  of  dynamite  wers  taken  from  a 
barn  In  the  rear  of  the  home  of  Mc- 
Manigal'a father,  at  Indianapolis,  where 
more  than  100  pounds  of  explosives  were 
found  in  the  basement  of  the  building 
in  which  was  the  office  of  the  Interna- 
tional association  of  Bridge  and  Struc- 
tural Ironworkers,  and  in  a  barn  out- 
side that  city;  at  Rochester.  Pa.,  where 
nltro-glycerlne  was  found,  and  at  Mun- 
cle,  Ind.

TODAY'S   SUMMARY 
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That  Mr.  Louis  Coste,  the  eminent  en- 
gineer sent  here  by  the  federal  govern- 
ment to  make  a  report  on  harbor  re- 
quirements has  taken  hold  of  bia  task 
with  great  promptitude,  was  demon- 
strated yesterday  afternoon,  when  he 
met  representatives  of  the  Board  of 
Trade  and  made  the  announcement  that 
he  had  already  prepared  a  plan  for  ths 
improvement  of  the  outer  harbor  which 
he  would  lay  before  them  at  the  earliest 
opportunity.  Those  present  were  much 
encouraged  with  the  statement  he  made. 
Arrangements  were  made  for  the  steam- 
er Salvor  to  leave  the  Grand  Trunk  Pa- 
cific dock  this  morning  at  10  o'clock 
with  Mr.  Coste  and  the  members  of  the 
Board  of  Trade  committee  on  board  to 
go  over  the  site  of  the  proposed  work  at 
the  mouth   of   the  harbor. 

After  the  visiting  engineer  had  been 
introduced  to  those  present  by  the  pres- 
ident of  the  board,  Mr.  H.  G.  Wilson,  the 
subject  was  opened  for  discussion  by 
Mr.  F.  A.  Pauline,  chairman  of  the  har- 
bor development  committee.  Mr.  .1.  J. 
Shallcross  was  the  next  speaker,  his  re- 
marks being  confined  to  statistical  In- 
formation. 

Mr.  C.  H.  Lugrin  then  spoke  briefly 
upon  the  railway  situation,  incidentally 
referring  to  the  construction  on  the  Is- 
land, the  present  means  of  connection 
by  ferries  and  suggesting  that  Victoria, 
possessing  as  it  shortly  will,  a  good 
harbor,  will  constitute  a  great  Incentive 
for  the  railway  companies  Improving 
connections. 

Capt.  W.  H.  Logan,  special  agent  of 
the  London  Salvage  association,  next  ad- 
dressed the  meeting,  dealing  with  naut- 
ical conditions.  Mr.  R.  P.  Rlthel  then 
called  attention  to  the  increased  busi- 
ness which  might  be  anticipated  follow- 
ing the  opening  of  the  Panama  canal  In 
addition  to  the  rapidly  enlarging  local 
condttlona.  Capt.  J.  YV.  Troup,  superin- 
tendent of  the  C.P.R.  coast  service,  also 
presented  a  case  from  the  standpoint  of 
his  company's  requirements,  which 
would  be  applicable  to  the  coasting 
trade  generally. 

Inner  Harbor  Association 

Mr.  Thos.  Borby,  who  was  present  by 
UlVttaVUOO  (>Z  Ibw  buuiu,  Rati  askad  to 
state  the  case  for  the  Inner  Harbor  as- 
sociation. Mr,  Beaumont  Boggs  cloaed 
the  representations  that  were  made  to 
Mr.  Coste,  picking  up  any  points  that 
had  been  overlooked  by  previous  speak- 
ers. He  directed  attention  to  the  fact 
thnt  at  the  time  of  Confederation  It  had 
been  the  intention  of  the  federal  gov- 
ernment to  make  Victoria  the  terminus 
of  the  C.P.R.  In  view  of  this  fact  he 
felt  that  Victoria's  position  waa  admit- 
tedly auch  as  would  call  for  vary  gen- 
erous treatment  at  the  hands  of  the 
government  of  today.

Immediately  upon  his  leav- 
ing the  speaker  declared  the  house  ad- 
journed and   hurried  to  his  room.

The  foreign  ar- 
falrs  committee  e>«  the  aenate  ynud 
unanimously  to  report  a  resolution  of 
ratification  eouched  in  diplomatic 
terms,  and  Senator  Lodge  offered  it 
later   In   the   Benate.

The  SlUiis  are  going  to  appeal  to 
King  to  grant  them  the  right  of 
free  entry  Into  Canada,  and  apparently 
the  case  will  be  brought  before  His 
Majesty  in  India.  We  are  sure  that 
all  Canadians  will  regret  that  any 
conditions  have  arisen  that  make  our 
fellow-subjects  In  India,  who  have  rec- 
ently testified  their  loyalty  to  the 
King-Kmprroi,  frel  that  tlit-y  art  W.ng 
treated  unjustly  In  .any  part  of  the 
Empire,  When  it  was  proposed  that 
the  wives  and  minor  children  of  Hikhs 
■and  Hindus  now  in  Dominion  should 
be  permitted  to  join  them,  the  Colonist 
unhesitatingly  expressed  its  approval ; 
but  unrestricted  Immigration  Is  a  much 
larger  and  far  more  important  question. 
The  first  request  could  be  defended  up- 
on humanitarian  grounds,  the  other  Is 
a  racial  question  that  cannot  be  so 
readily  disposed  of. 

We  think  It  will  be  admitted  that 
t?»e  Sikhe  and  Hindus  now  In  Canada 
are  not  seriously  Interfering  with  any 
one,  but  are  doing  necceeary  work  for 
reasonable  wages  and  are  conducting 
theinselvee  ae  well  as  any  other  simi- 
lar number  of  people.  We  wish  to  be 
cletr  upon  this  point,  because  we  want 
no  one  to  suppose  that  we  are  preju- 
diced against  theae  people  when  we 
say  that  their  entry  Into  Canada  In  any 
large  number,  net  to  apeak  of  their  un- 
•  restricted  Immigration,  Is  something 
that  cannot  be  contemplated    with  corrw 


the  first  trip  over  the  new  railway  to 
Port  Alberni  but  he  will  also  be  able 
to  inspect  the  steamer  Princess  Alice 
on  her  arrival  here  today.

Mr.  Hosvyorth  is  one  of  the  most 
lorceful  personalities  in  connection 
with  tho  great  transcontinental  rail- 
way. With  the  new  powers  with 
which  he  has  been  entrusted  we  shall 
probably  see  more  of  him  In  the  west 
where  he  will  always  be  a  welcome 
visitor,  more  especially  when  he 
comes  to  tell  us  of  developments  In 
store.

Mr.  J.  Norton  Griffiths  says  that  Bri- 
tai  and  Germany  will  be  at  war  within 
six  years.  It  would  have  been  wiser 
for  him  not  to  have  said  so.  In  view  of 
the  senseless  attempt  now  being  mnde 
in  Germany  to  stir  up  the  worst  possible 
feeling  against  everything  British.  The 
latest  story  Is  that  the  British  govern- 
ment has  been  plotting  to  Mow  up  Wll- 
hclmshaven  harbor,  which  Is  the  head- 
quarters of  the  German  fleet.  Official 
Germany  scouta  the  idea  as  absurd;  but 

It  is  not  very  absurd  to  suppose  that  the 

g 

Admiralty  is  not  in  possession  of  plans 
for  such  &  coup  In  the  event  of  war 
between  the  two  nations  happening.  We 
do  not  suppose  that  the  Admiralty  has 
been  so  culpable  as  to  have  omitted  tak- 
ing the  precautions  necessary  In  order 
to  arrive  at  a  plan  or  campaign  under 
auch  circumstances.  We  think  It  may 
be  safe  to  assume  that  one  of  the  first 
things  that  would  be  done  would  l>< 
•hot tie  up"  the  German  fleet.  If  it  were 
possible.  We  should  be  very  much  sur- 
prised Indeed  If  tho  German  naval  auth- 
orities have  not,  on  their  aide,  a  plan 
of  campaign  from  which  they  expect  the 
beat  results  would  follow.  It  is  well 
known  that  plane  for   tho  invasion     of 


President  Taft  has  notified  Russia 
that  the  I'ntted  rStutes  desires  to  ter- 
minate the  treaty  of  1832  with  that 
country.  The  treaty  is  a  commercial 
one  and  its  abrogation  will  not  of  it- 
self involves  nny  serious  misunderstand- 
ing between  the  two  powers,  although  it 
has  been  said  that  In  that  event  the 
Russian  ambassador  will  leave  Washing- 
ton as  a  protest,  leaving  the  embassy  in 
charge  of  a  secretary  of  Lexation.  This 
is  not  quite  the  same  as  the  breakinx 
off  of  diplomatic  relations,  but  It  is  the 
next  thing  to  It  There  Is  no  likelihood 
of  an  actual  rupture  between  the  two 
countries  and  it  may  be  assumed  that 
negotiations  for  a  new  treaty  will  not 
be  long  delayed,  for  it  Is  hardly  possible 
that  strained  relations  between  two 
such  powers  can  be  allowed  to  continue 
Indefinitely. 

The  disagreement  between  the  two 
government  arises  out  of  the  refusal  by 
Kussia  to  admit  American  Jews  Into  the 
country,  even  when  properly  vouched 
for  by  the  government  at  Washington. 
It  Is  certainly  rather  a  severe  slight  to 
put  upon  an  American  citizen  that  he 
will  not  be  permitted  to  enter  Russia  If 
he  happens  to  be  a  Jew.  The  general 
oi'nion  at  Washington  *eriii»  to  be  that 
if  the  treaty  Is  abrogated  by  a  simple 
formal  resolution  Itussla  will  pot  take 
offence  mid  will  bo  ready  to  proceed  at 
lonce  with  the  preliminary  steps  towards 
a  new  agreement,  but  that  the  resolution 
of  Senator  BuUer,  which  charges  the 
Tsar's  government  with  ■  breach  of 
fs)lth,  will  be  very  greatly  resented  at 
Petersburg,  though  not  to  the  ex- 
tent of  provoking  Hostilities.  It  is  very 
probable  that  a  course  will  be  taken  by 
the  Senate  which  will  accomplish  every- 
thing that  Is  desired  without  giving 
needless  offence   to   Russia.

Electors  of  Victoria  will  be  given 
ample  opportunity  of  expressing  their 
opinion  on  many  and  varied  matters  of 
policy  on  the  dute  of  the  forthcoming 
elections.  Referenda  galore  are  being 
prepared  for  submission  and  with  those 
already  decided  upon  by  the  city  coun- 
cil for  submission  there  are  others  be- 
iug  prepared,  and  the  end  la  not  yet. 

The  latest  question  on  which  the 
electors  will  be  asked  to  decide  Is  one 
peculiarly  applicable  to  election  time. 
Whether  the  existing  liquor  license 
fees  shall  be  Increased  and  the  liours 
for  sale  of  liquor  reduced  is  the  prob- 
lem to  be  voted  upon.  At  tonight'* 
meeting  of  tliu  city  council  Mayor 
Morley  will  introduce  a  resolution  ask- 
ing that  the  following  increases  in  ex- 
isting feeti  per  six  months  be  made  a 
subject  of  a  referendum:  Retail  lic- 
enses, $500;  bottle  licenses,  $500;  whole- 
sale licenses,  $150;  restaurant  licenses, 
$600;  hotel  licenses.  $&oo:  ir  approved 
by  the  ratepayers  the  annual  license 
fees  in  each  of  the  ub«»ve  cusps  would 
be  double  those  amounts.  The  present 
license  fees  are:  Retail,  $325;  bottle, 
$200;  wholesale,  $150;  restaurant,  $200; 
hotel,  $.'125.  In  the  case  of  wholesale 
licenses  the  maximum  fee  that  can  be 
levied  Is  $150,  tlxed  by  statute,  hence 
the  fee  cannot  be  Increased  by  a  vote 
or    the    electors. 

In  addition  to  the  suggested  Increase 
in  fees  the  electors  will  also  be  asked 
to  vole  upon  a  referendum  curtailing 
the  hours  of  sale.  It  is  proposed  to 
make  8  a.m.  the  opening  hour  and  8 
p.m.  the  closing  hour  on  all  days  ex- 
cept Saturday  and  Sunday,  6  p.m.  being 
the  closing  hour  on  Saturdays  and  no 
liquor  to  be  sold  between  6  p.m.  Sat- 
urday night  and  S  a.m.  the  following 
Monday.  The  idea  of  his  worship, 
should  the  referendum  for  shortening 
hours  of  sale  be  carried.  Is  to  Issue 
liiiuor  licenses  good  for  the  reduced 
hours  only.  Whether  such  a  procedure 
would  get  around  the  provisions  of  the 
provincial  act'  which  permits  sale  of 
liquor  on  Sundays  by  hotels  and  res- 
taurants with  meals  is  a  legal  question. 
At  present  as  held  by  the  courts,  the 
city  cannot  prohibit  aale  of  liquor  with 
meals  In  hotels  and  restaurants  on  any

CrMclam  of  the  method  of  street  Im- 
provement and  suggestions  relative 
thereto  were  made  at  the  annual  meet- 
ing of  the  Victoria  Ratepayers'  associa- 
tion recently  held,  resolutions  being 
passed  which  will  be  forwarded  to  the 
city  council.

A  hole  burned  through  the  floor  and 
a  nearby  door  charred  to  half  Its  height 
were  the  evidences  of  attempted  in- 
cendiarism discovered  yesterday  morn- 
ing by  the  Janitor  of  the  Spring  Ridge 
school  when  he  opened  the  building.

Court  of  Mansion  to  Pass  on  Powers  of 

Persons  Taking  Declarations  of 

Wonld-Be   Voters 


The  status  of  certain  gentlemen  who 
took  declarations  of  householders  and 
lk-ense  holders  desiring  to  vote  at  the 
forthcoming  civic  elections  will  be  de- 
termlned  by  the  court  of  revision, 
which  resumes  Its  labors  this  morning 
at  10  o'clock  In  the  council  chamber  at 
the  City  Hall.  At  the  last  session  May- 
or Morley  expressed  doubt  of  the  power 
of  some  of  the  gentlemen  before  whom 
declarations  were  taken  to  make  the 
same.  The  matter  was  referred  to  the 
city  solicitor  for  an  opinion,  and  he  will 
doubtless  submit  his  finding  at  this 
morning's    session    of   the   court. 

In  addition,  a  large  number  of  names 
of  those  who  had  taken  declarations 
that  they  are  qualified  to  vote  as  house- 
holders was  criticized  by  the  mayor, 
who  doubted  If  they  were  properly  quali- 
fied.

And  ihe  court  forgot  for  the  mom- 
ent the  dignity  of  Its  constitution  and 
gave  vent  to  an  almost  visible  cachln- 
natory  convulsion. 

The  foregoing  examination  in  regard 
to  the  condition  of  the  London  streets 
arose  from  a  cause'  very  Innocent  of  any 
connection  with  the  great  metropolis.  It 
arose  during  the  hearing  of  a  case 
brought  by  the  plaintiff,  a  teamster, 
against  the  Victoria  Creamery  company 
for  .thev  recovery  of  the  moderate  sum 
of  •$!>  alleged  to  be  due  as  wages.  The 
reference  to  the  snow  reverted  back  to 
the  recent  snowstorm  which  swept  over 
the  city  and  bound  things  up  a  little. 
Among  the  things  it  bound  up  was  the 
'plaintiff.  '  Not  being  used  to  snow,  he 
(and  several  colleague  drivers  whose 
cases  are  In  abeyance)  declined  to  furn 
out^bn  one  particular  morning,  as  a  re- 
sult of  which  he  (and  the  others)  were 
discharged  by  the  manager. of  the  com- 
pany. Wages  were  demanded  all  round, 
but  the  manager  declined  to  entertain 
that  proposition  unless  the  "delinquents" 
coached  the  new  drivers  until  they  were 
familiar  with  the  delivery  rounds.  This 
they  declined  to  do,  preferring  to  bring 
the  actions  referred  to. 

When  Mr.  Llndley  Crease,  who  was 
acting  as  counsel  for  the  defendants, 
discovered  that  the  plaintiff  had  lived 
In  London  all  his  life  until  he  migrated 
to  Western  Canada  several  months  ago 
he  immediately  began  a  bombardment  of 
questions  as  to  how  It  came  about  that 
one  could  live  so  long  In  the  great  city 
without  encountering  the  disabilities  of 
the  snow  fiend.  He  asked  plaintiff 
about  the  famous  snowstorms  that 
bound  up,  not  only  London,  but  the  great 
railway  lines  tributary  to  it,  but  the 
plaintiff  stated  stolidly  that  he  "had 
never  9«en  H,"  «nd  when  finally  It  was 
ascertained  that  the  civic  authorities 
over  there  are  quick  on  the  tracks  of 
the  snow  in  what  witness  called  the  city 
proper,  the  light  of  humor  penetrated  a 
hitherto  Impenetrable  mate  of  Impos- 
slb'e  circumstances. 

After  hearing  all  the  witnesses,,. fudge 
Larnpmafl  decided  that  it  was  fairly  ap- 
parent 1hat  the  plaintiff  had  left  work 
win  out  notiee  and  thereby  greatly  in- 
convenienced not  only  his  Immediate  em- 
ployer, but  also  the  general  public  who 
were  customers  of  the  company  by 
causing  them  to  do  without  their  milk 
supply  for  the  day.  He  therefore  dis- 
missed the  case.

VANCOUVKIt.  u.t '.  D«.c.  ig._The 
third  suicide  in  Vancouver  today  was 
discorered  this  evening  in  Rtar.Uy  p«iK. 
Close  to  the  big  trees,  a  well  known 
spot,  was  found  the  dead  body  of  R. 
Carson,  a  halllff.  aged  sixty.  A  bullet 
wound  In  the  forehead  and  a  revolver 
nearby    showed    the    manner    of   death. 

A  small  penknife  was  the  weapon 
with  which  W.  R.  Stewart  Clarke  com- 
mitted  suicide  this  morning  in  one  of 
the  sheds  at  the  rear  of  the  Royal  City 
mills.  The  deceased,  who  waa  a  com- 
mercial traveller,  left  his  home  appar- 
ently In  his  uaual  health.

The  forward  engine  cylinder  head  of 
the  8.8.  City  of  Puebla  blew  out  at  I 
a.m.  on  Sunday  morning  off  Point  Part- 
ridge near  Port  Townsend,  scalding 
Chief  Engineer  Andrew  Reed  so  severe- 
ly that  It  la  feared  that  he  can  hardly 
survive  his  Injuries,  which  were  aus- 
talned  when  he  rushed  into  the  engine 
room  to  aiiut  off  the  power  after  the 
accident. 

The  engine  was  completely  wrecked 
as  waa  the  forward  bulkhead  and  gal- 
ley and  repairs  will  take,  it  la  esti- 
mated, at  least    thirty  days. 

The  City  of  Puebla  waa  bound  from 
Seattle  to  Vancouver  to  pick  up  cargo 
for  San  Francisco.  The  shock  of  the 
exploaion  made  the  crew  at  first  think 
a  rock  had  been  struck.  Chief  Engin- 
eer Reed  was  thrown  out  of  his  berth 
by  the  concussion,  rtisihed  as  he  was 
into  the  engine  room  which  was  filled 
with  steam,  reached  the  valve,  turned 
It  off  and  then  staggered  out  through 
the  doorway  calling  for  assistance.  A 
first-aid  dressing  was  given  to  his 
wounds,  and  immediately  on  the  ship's 
arrival  at  Seattle  he  wsb  carried  ashore 
to  the  hospital,  where  he  lies  in  a 
critical   condition. 

"S.O.S."  calls  were  sent  out  by  the 
wireless  operator  and  were  picked  up 
by  the  Canadian  government  station 
at  Victoria,  which  relaved  them  to 
the  steamship  offices  In  Seattle,  whence 
tugs  were  seat  to  tow  the  disabled 
steamer  to  that  port,  where  she  arriv- 
ed at  3.30  p.m.  on  Sunday  afternoon. 
Repairs  were  at  once  begun  and  the 
vessel  will  have  to  be  completely  un- 
loaded. Her  trip  from  this  port  next 
VVednesday  of  course  is  cancelled  and 
passengers  for  San  Francisco  must 
travel    to    Seattle    and    leave    there    for

The    Princess    Alice    has    been    built    to 
fulfil    the   requirements   of   the  Canadian 
government   for   Pacific  coast  and   chan- 
nel  service,   and  she  carries   the  highest 
class    of   Lloyd's   registry.      An   interest- 
ing   feature    of    the    ship    is    that   she    la 
the    first    of    the    C.P.R.    fleet    that    has 
been    specially    built    to    carry    oil    fuel 
for  raising  steam  In  the  boilers,  though 
oil-burning    apparatus    has    been      fitted 
into  several   of   their  old   steamers.   The 
furnaces   are  so  constructed    that   either 
coal    or    liquid    fuel    can    be    used.      The 
oil-burning  apparatus  has  been  supplied 
by  the  builders   of  the  engines,  vis.,   the 
Wallsend    Slipway    and   Engineering  Co., 
Ltd.,  and   is  of    t'neir  (at**!    |>«leiil   »>»- 
tern.       The    Installation      Is       extremely 
simple,    the   oil    being      forced      Into    the 
furnaces    through   a   specially   construct- 
ed  nozzle  in  a  conical' spray,  when  it  at 
once    becomes    ignited.       When    burning 
liquid    fuel    on    this    system    all    brick- 
work Is  entirely   removed   from   the   fur- 
naces, and  the  system'ls  so  perfect  that 
complete   combustion   takes  place   within 
1    foot   or   two  of      the      furnace      front. 
Prom    the  moment   of   lighting    up    there 
.*   no  smoke   whatever   to   be  seen   from 
the    ship's    funnel.      Among    the    numer- 
ous 'advantages    of    burning    liquid    fuel 
may   be   mentioned   that  firemen  are  dis- 
pensed   with;    there    la    no    handling    of 
ushes,   and   no    coal    dust   or  dirt    in    the 
stokehold — in    fact,    the    boiler-room    can 
be   made   the   cleanest   part   of    the   ship.

The  passenger  accommodation  in  the 
Princess  Alice  embodies  all  that  the  ex- 
perience of  the  owners  and  skill  of  the 
builders  could  devise,  and  the  ship  will 
be  one  of  the  handsomest  In  her  serv- 
ice. On  the  promenade  deck  the  obser- 
vation room  is  placed  forward,  and  the 
smokeroom  aft,  both  of  these  comfort- 
able saloons  having  large  plate  glass 
windows,  so  as  to  give  passengers  an 
uninterrupted  view  of  the  splendid 
scenery  of  the  coasts  along  which  the 
ship  will  pass.  The  observation  room 
ia  handsomely  panelled  in  mahogany, 
and  the  smokeroom  is  fumed  oak,  re- 
lieved by  hammered  .copper  panels  de- 
picting totem  poles  of  Rritlsh  Columbia 
Indians  and  alao  specimens  of  the  trees, 
fruit  and  grain  of  Canada.

UNKNOWN   WRECK 

MAY  BE  GULF  STREAM 

Steamer       Oberon       Sights       Dismasted, 

Storm-Beaten   Derelict    Off   the 

Coaat   of    Mexico 


The  ateamer  Beckenham,  of  the  Can- 
adian Mexican  line,  left  the  outer  wharf 
on  Sunday  with  a  cargo  of  7000  tons 
of  coal  and  general  merchandise  for 
Ouaymas,  Mazatlan  and  Sallna  Cruz. 
The  steamer^  Awa  Marti,  of  the  Nippon 
Yusen  kaislia.  will  leave  this  afternoon 
from  the  outer  dock  laden  to  her  cap- 
acity. About  200  Chinese  passengers 
will  be  embarked  here.  The  Sado  Maru, 
Inward  bound  from  Yokohama,  ia  ex- 
pected tomorrow  on  Thursday,  and  the 
Strathlyon,  of  the  Weir  line.  Empress  of 
Japan,  of  the  C.  P.  R..  and  Teucer,  of 
the  Ulue  Funnel  line,  are  expected  on 
Friday. 

In  order  to  relieve  the  congestion  in 
transpacific  freights,  the  Weir  line  has 
taken  the  Rritlsh  steamers  Strathen- 
drick*  and  Strathairly  on  time  charter 
for  the  Pacific  service.  The  t»trathen- 
drick  la  out  47 -days  from  Norfolk,  with 
coal  for  the  government,  and  the  lat- 
ter Is  out  25  days  from  Newport  News 
with  a  similar  cargo.  The  British  steam- 
er Needles  arrived  at  Redondo  Sunday 
with  railroad  ties  from  Japan.  She  is 
under  charter  to  load  lumber  and  mer- 
chandise on  Puget  Sound  for  the  Orient. 
Repairs  to  the  steamer  Kunierie.  of 
the  Weir  line,  are  being  accomplished 
with  all  possible  speed  at  Seattle,  and 
the  vesaei  is  expected  to  leave  the  Sound 
Wednesday  for  the  Orient.  The  Ku- 
meric  has  a  capacity  cargo  of  freight, 
and  had  It  not  been  for/unusually  sev- 
ere weather  encountered  as  she  was 
leaving  the  coast,  she  would  now  be 
well  on  her  way  to  Yokohama.  In  a 
severe  storm  off  the  coast  the  vessel's 
steam  steering  gear  was  put  out  of  com- 
mission, and  she  waa  forced  to  turn 
back  for  repairs.  . »       .<■■■■    ■-  .    ■     ■ 

The  Weir  steamer  Lucerlc  and  the 
Kumerlc  will  croas  the  Pacific  practic- 
ally together.  The  Lucerlc  la  at  Seattle 
completing  her  cargo,  and  the  Kumerlc 
is  at  'the  game/  port  undergoing  repairs. 
Both  vessels  will  carry  all  of  the  cargo 
that  can  be  forced  In  their  holds.  The 
Lucerlc  la  to  call  here  tomorrow  out- 
bound. 

The  Hill  liner  Minnesota  passed  out 
to  the  Orient  on  Sunday  from  Seattle 
with  Uiv.  first  profit-making  cargo  slnre 
the  big  steamer  entered  eervtc*.  The 
freight  totalled  over  16,000  tons.  The 
vessel  left  behind  two  shiploads  of  cot- 
ton, which  she  was  unable  to  carry,  and 
this  will  be  carried  by  two  Waterhouse 
steamers  under  special  charter  for  the 
voyage.  Approximately  176,000  bales  of 
cotton,  weighing  626  pounds  to  the  hale, 
have  bsen  contracted  for  by  the  Groat 
Northern  Steamship  company  and  rail- 
road lines  to  be  carried  to  the  Orient 
from  Puget  Sound,  and  the  year's  show- 
ing at  this  port,  through  the  Immense 
tennage  now  going  forward  through  the 
efforts  of  the  Great  Northern  company, 
shippers  declare,  will  be  the  heaviest 
in  the  city's  history.  Further  special 
charters  by  reason  of  the  heavy  cotton 
shipments  may  be  necessary. 


An  unidentified  wreck,  which  may  ba 
the  long-overdue  British  bark  Gulf 
Stream,  has  been  sighted  off  the  Mex- 
ican coast  by  the  British  ateamer  Ober- 
on. The  masts  were  gone  and  upper 
works  crushed  and  battered  by  heavy 
seas.  Capt.  Prowse,  of  the  Oberon,  re- 
ported to  the  branch  hydrographic  office 
at  Port  Townsend  yeaterday  that  on 
November  16.  while  northwest  of  Man- 
/..-in i  Mo,  Mexico,  he  passed  a  wrecked 
vessel  floating  well  out  of  water.  She 
was  stripped  of  iter  masts,  and  evident- 
ly had  been  caught  in  a  terrific  gale  at 
sea.  Capt.  Prowse  attempted  to  get 
near  enough  to  the  wreck  to  make  out 
the  name,  but  was  unsuccessful.  He 
said  that  as  the  vessel  Is  high  In  the 
water  she  is  dangerous  to  navigation. 

The  Gulf  Stream  sailed  from  Glasgow 
April  20  for  Seattle  and  Puget  Sound 
ports,  and  today  is  232  days  on  a  voy- 
age that  usually  requires  leas  than  half 
that   time. 

Capt.  Prowse  Is  not  certain  that  the 
wreck  he  passed  waa  that  of  the  Gulf 
Stream,  but  he  sighted  the  derelict  in 
the  course  that  vessel  would  take  in 
coming  to  the  Sound.  The  Gulf  Stream 
was*  last  spoken  In  latitude  11  degrees 
north,  longitude  24  degrees  west,  while 
the  wreck  waa  passed  In  latitude  19  de- 
grees and  60  minutes  north  and  long- 
itude 106  degrees  and  36   mlnutea  wjst.

Archbishop  Mathieson  Touches 
on  Many  Interesting  Points  in 
Pastoral  Letter— Ne  Temere 
Decree 


On  Sunday  morning  In  Christ 
Church  "'athedral,  Very  Rev.  the 
Demi  of  Columbia  read  to  the  congre- 
gation a  pastoral  letter  from  his  grace 
the  primate  «r  "H  Canada.  The  pri- 
mate addressed  his  message  from  the 
Ceneral  Synod  which  was  assembled 
:it  the  time  of  writing,  and  divided  it 
Into  nine  parts  under  the  following 
Heads:  The  sacred  ministry,  mission- 
ary expansion,  work  among  the  young, 
moral  and  social  reform,  the  reunion 
of  Christendom,  false  gospels,  the  Ne 
Temere  Decree,  prayer  book  revision, 
and  a   world   league  of  peace. 

Speaking  on  the  subject  of  the  Xe 
Temere  decree  which  ih  exciting  such 
general  attention  Just  now  the  pri- 
mate  said: 

"Nor  can  we  pass  silently  over  the 
recent  Papal  Utterance  known  as  the 
"Xe  Temere  Decree,"  which,  although 
It  ouroorts  to  be  merelv  a  domestic 
regulation  of  the  Roman  Catholic 
church,  ha*  be*a  usfd  by  Roman 
Catholic  priests  In  such  a  way  as  to 
invade  and  Imperil  the  sanctity  and 
Keeurljfy  of  home  life.  In  face  of  this 
undeniable  fact,  and  confronted  by  the 
existence  of  doubts  and  uncertainties 
raised  thereby,  it  has  seemed  good  to 
the  general  synod  to  Join  In  the  com- 
mon  movement  now   afoot   for  ob^aln- 


Ing,  as  far  as  possible,  one  uniform 
marriage  law  for  the  whole  DomlnW>>. 
together  with  such  other  legislation 
as  may  be  necessary  to  secure  the  civil 
rights  of  duly  married  persons  and 
their  offspring,  and  to  afford  such  per- 
sons due  protection  both  agalnt  the 
aspersions  of  individuals  and  the  ec- 
clesiastical rules  of  any  religious  body. 
In  commending  this  action  to  your 
sympathetic  interest  and  i-o-operatlon, 
we  not  only  admit  but  affirm  "the 
right  of  any  ecclesiastical  or  religious 
body  to  make  and  enforce"  Its  own 
regulations  respecting  marriage  rites 
and  to  prescribe  such  legitimate-  penal- 
ties (the  supreme  penalty  being  ex- 
communication) as  it  may.  deem  right 
and  wise  under  the  circumstances. 
But  we  assert  the  validity  of  all  mar- 
riages solemnised,  by  the  mutual  con- 
sent of  the  parties  concerned,  before 
a  competent  officer  in  the  presence  of 
of  witnesses,  there  being  no  impedi- 
ment of  precontract,  affinity  or  con- 
sanguinity between  the  contracting 
parties:  and  w*  "maintain  that  once 
consummated,  such  marriages  are  In- 
dissoluble." 

Referring  to  the  World  League  of 
Peace,  the  archbishop  declared  that  the 
sympathy  of  the  aeneral  synod  had  been 
sought  by  the  promoters  of  this  league. 
And  obtained  In  the  form  of  a  resolution. 
Its  adherents  were  "Christian  people  of 
various  organizations  and  creeds  in 
Bnglaad,  Germany  and  the  United  States, 
uniting  for  the  promotion '  of  interna- 
tional  peace  and   brotherhood." 

I'nder  the  head  of  The  Sacred  Minis- 
try the  primate  referred  to  the  great 
dearth  of  candidates  for  Holy  Orders 
that  prevails  throughout  Canada  today. 
"We  feel,"  said  Archbishop  Mathieson. 
"that  the  time  has  come  when  the 
Anglican  church  in  Canada  should  set 
h<r«elf  to  provide  to  the  utmost  pos- 
sible extent  her  own  candidates  for  the 
sacred  ministry,  as  well  as  the  means 
\o  support  them.  It  is  hardly  possible 
Id  overestimate  the  debt  of  gratitude 
which  we  owe  to  the  Mother  Church  In 
J'.nxland  for  the  clergy  supplied  to  us 
in  the  past.  Nor  can  we  at  any  time 
be  other  than  grateful  to  our  heart's 
.•ire  for  the  Intellectual  and  spiritual 
invlgorntlon  which  these  men  have 
brought  to  us.  But  we  should  be  no 
linger  content  to  go  on  depending  upon 
the  resources  of  the  Mother  Country 
without  making  any  serious  effort  to 
reach  the  young  manhood  of  our  own 
Conadian    church." 

On  the  question  of  missionary  expan- 
sion the  primate,  while  allowing  that  in- 
terest has  been  awakened  In  that  con- 
nection, made  the  following  significant 
Li'inment: 

"Our  missionary  contributions  present 
a  painful  contrast  with  our  missionary 
needs.  The  contrast  with  our  expendit- 
ure on  personal  indulgence  Is  full  of 
shame  and  distressing  reproach.  The 
principle  snd  practise  of  proportionate 
giving  has  yet  to  take  hold  of  the  con- 
science   of    our  communion." 

Speaking  of  the  reunion  of  Christen- 
dom,   the    primate    said: 

"We  commend  to  your  devout  and 
prayerful  Interest  the  proposed  world 
conference  of  ah  Christian  communions 
touching  faith  and  order,  the  purpose 
<rf  which  is  to  prepare  the  way  for  the 
outward  and  visible  reunion  of  all  who 
confess  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  as  Ood 
and  Saviour."

omy" that  decided  the  Water  Commis- 
sioner, Alderman  Qleason  and  hlmseir 
to  urge  the  aceptance  of  the  tender  with 
the  above  large  prospective  expenditure 


The  Other  Bide 
Sir. — I  notice  that  kicks  are  being  reg- 
istered about  the  increased  prices  of 
milk,  and  there  seems  to  be  an  opinion 
that  It  is  a  hold-up,  and  that  the  pros- 
perous (sic)  farmer  is  getting  more 
than  his  share  Has  It  ever  occurred  to 
you  that  the  prices  of  milk  here  are 
much  lower  than  In  the  East,  compar- 
ing cost  of  production.  Surely  with  the 
cost  of  clearing  land  at  $200  an  acre 
production  must  be  more  costly  than  on 
Eastern  land  selling  at  under  $60,  and 
land  that  will  produce  as  much  as  here. 
Do  you  know  that  from  a  business 
point  of  view,  reckoning  capital  value, 
that  mixed  farming  does  not  pay  on 
this  Island.  Land  is  too  expensive. 
Poultry  farming,  with  the  less  acreage 
required,  can,  on  the  other  hand,  be 
made  a  profitable  business;  but  dairy- 
ing is   not  a  business  proposition.
